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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

2. The application has been amended as follows: 

In the specification: 

Applicant's amendment to the specification filed January 27, 2009 has not 
been entered into the file. Applicant's deletions of numerals "24a", "25a" in the 
specification does not correct the objection to the drawings issues raised in the 
previous action mailed October 28, 2008. By deleting these numerals applicant 
has created confusion in understanding how the apparatus works and the 
correlation between the specification and drawings is incomplete. It is required 
that corrections to the drawings adding these numerals be provided. 
In the claims: 

Claim 35, lines 1 and 2, the sentence "for fuel injection systems of 
combustion engines, in particular" has been deleted. 

Claim 37, lines 1 and 2, the sentence "for fuel injection systems of 
combustion engines, in particular" has been deleted. 

The above changes were done to correct the indefiniteness of the claims 
do to the recitation of a broad range or limitation("a fuel injection valve for fuel 
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injection systems of combustion engines")together with a narrow range or 
limitation(", in particular for the direct injection of fuel into a combustion 
chamber of a combustion engine"), that falls within the broad range or limitation. 

Claim 37, line 21, the phrase "the centre" has been changed to -a center--. 

Claim 37 line 22, the phrase —of the fuel injection valve— has been 
inserted after the word "axis". 

The above changes were done to provide proper antecedent basis for "a 
center longitudinal axis" and to clearly define the invention. 

3. The following changes to the drawings are required by applicant: In Figure 1, the 
numeral --24a-- should be entered in to show that it defines together both the coil arrangements 
~24a',24a"— . In Figures 4 and 5, the numeral — 25a~should be entered in to show both the pole 
lands -25 a, 25b- in Figures 4 and 5. In order to avoid abandonment of the application, 
applicant must make these above agreed upon drawing changes.
